None other can, with such accuracy 
as an Osteopath, find those m inute 
displacements which have such tre ­ 
m endous power to m ake suffering.

It is a well known fact that in 
the blood lies the power to heal.

Following soon after this another 
experim enter found that, by inject­ 
ing typhoid and cholera germs into 
the living guinea pig, even iii great 
quantities, no harm was done the 
animal. 
Common sense leads to the con­ 
clusion that the reason every per­ 
son is not stricken down with every 
disease th at appears, lies in the fact 
the blood wras in such good condi­ 
tion that the germs were killed im­ 
mediately upon their entrance into 
the system.

relief usually fallows iii such cases,

It seems to attack 
the nerves and muscles, to a marked 
degree, producing symptoms similar 
to that of La Grippe. 
.Medical re­ 
search has. so far, failed to locate 
its germ of origin. 
W hat it comes 
from and where it will end we do 
not at present know. 
The fact re­ 
mains that it can be, and was, suc­ 
cessfully treated by Osteopathy. Re­

This being (rue (and

strictly 
in 
accordance 
with 
physiology,

follows

We know that when the body is in 
health,

Clarence Wallace, more familiar­ 
ly known as Buggs, who has just 
returned from France was in the 
thick of the fight probably longer 
than any of the other boys from 
Ada. 
He was a member of the fa­ 
mous Forty-second Division, and en­ 
lister May I, 1917, only a few days 
after war was declared. He landed 
in France on Nov. I, 1917. 
His first battle was at Luneville 
on Lebruary 15, 1918. There was 
no difficult fighting on this front, 
however, neither w’as there any ser­ 
ious fighting on one other front the 
division was sent to. 
The first big battle the former 
East Central football star w’as en­ 
gaged in was in the Champaigne 
section when the Germans started 
their last drive at mid-night of July 
14. 
The Forty-second Division had 
been 
sent 
to the front w’ith the 
French on July 4. For ten days ev­ 
erything was quiet. They knew that 
the Germans would attack at mid­ 
night of the fourteenth and made 
preparations 
accordingly. 
Little 
nervousness was manifested on the 
part of the Americans and French. 
On the night of the beginning 
of the offensive the Allied troops 
w ent to sleep as usual. Buggs saj s 
he was aroused at live minutes of 
twelve. He barely had time to put 
On his shoes and hat and rush for 
his station before the German bom­ 
bardment 
started. 
Buggs says 
he 
was walking across a bridge over a 
trench when a big shell burst on y 
a few feet from him. He left the 
bridge and sought the bottom of 
the trench, it taking him a gener­ 
ation to fall the distance. There w’as 
a general mix-up until the men got 
their places. 
The allies, carrying out the ord­ 
ers of the higherups, fell back from 
the front trenches immediately. As 
soon as the Germans came up, the 
light artillerv w’as turned on the 
trench and the Germans blown to 
pieces. The Americans and French 
took the trench again and held it. 
The Germans did not 
make any 
further progress on this front. 
Wallace's division was then trans­ 
ferred to the Chateau Thierry front 
where some of the hardest fighting 
of the war took place. From there 
they went to Saint Mihiel and help­ 
ed take that front. They were then 
transferred to the 
Argonne 
and 
fought 
for the 
rest of the war. 
When the armistice was signed, he 
could look over into Sedan. 
Baggs says he is glad to get back 
and does not want any more exper­ 
iences of the kind. He was witn 
the medical unit, his work keeping 
him mostly with the infantry in the 
front trenches. 
It w’as his duty to 
take the wounded back to safety. 
Occasionally he drove an ambulance.

TRIES MANT JOBS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 28.— 
That the majority of Americans on 
quitting school do not know at what 
work they w’ill make a livelihood, 
is a generalization apparently justi­ 
fied 
by 
an 
investigation 
recently 
made in Baltimore, Md., by repre­ 
sentatives 
of 
the U. 
S. 
Training 
Service of the Department of La­ 
bor. With a view to finding what 
proportion 
of people engaged 
in 
earning their living are at tasks for 
W’hich they prepared themselves or 
which they intended 
to enter on 
leaving 
school, 
more 
than 
500 
workers were interviewed in that 
city. 
Three-fourths of these per­ 
sons had changed their occupations 
more than once. 
Seven per cent 
had changed their occupations four 
or more 
times. 
One 
man 
inter­ 
viewed carefully reviewed his past 
and found that he had engaged in 
thirty different kinds of gainful em­ 
ployment since quitting school. 
These figures are cited to show 
that the average worker, not having 
prepared himself for the work he 
is now’ engaged in, can profit im­ 
mensely by industrial training such 
as the Training Service is promot­ 
ing. 
It is pointed out that training 
departments in indu^rial plants fill 
a 
gap 
in 
our 
industrial 
system 
which is urgently in need of atten­ 
tion. 
Training, such as this branch 
of the Department of Labor is pro­ 
moting, is designed to give to all 
workers, of whom these 500 persons 
in Baltimore are typical, a practical 
efficiency which makes them better 
producers and earners of better wa­ 
ges. 
Special emphasis is placed on the 
fact 
that 
instruction 
received 
in 
training departments is of imme­ 
diate value. 
Unlike training taken 
at considerable time 
in 
advance, 
there is practically no chance of its 
being for naught on account of un­ 
expected 
changes 
of 
occupation. 
These training departments are for 
the benefit of poor and mediocre 
workers and also 
for 
ambitious 
workers who wish to broaden their 
skill and so fit themselves for ad­ 
vancement. 
Already more than 300 
plants in this country have install­ 
ed training departments, according 
to latest reports.
